LYNNE Sowter was heart-broken 
when she found the granite blocks 
edging her parents’ grave had been 
stolen. 

She had gone to Sutton Road’s 
Southend Cemetery with her daugh¬ 
ter Shirelle Wildman-Tutt, last 
Friday, as it was her own birthday, to 
lay flowers at her parent’s grave. 

She discovered thieves had stolen 
granite from the small grave garden. 

“I could hardly believe my eyes. It 
was a real shock,” Shirelle said. “I 
find it hard to accept anyone could 
sink so low as to steal from a grave. 

“The granite had not been there 
very long. 


“Although the grave had been 
there since granddad passed away 
28 years ago, my grandmother died 
only two years ago, and recently we 
had the gravestone completed with 
her name and decided to add the 
granite blocks to make it look nice 
and neat.” 

Shirelle said the blocks were 
expensive and heavy. 

“It was no easy matter for anyone 
to take then away, it must have taken 
several trips to get them to a waiting 
car. We all know flowers or vases get 
stolen in graveyards, but you do not 
expect actual edging stone to be 
taken. I am absolutely disgusted.” 

The theft has been reported to 
cemetery office staff who are inves¬ 
tigating.

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Airport business park 
gets off to flying start 


PLANS to create thousands of new 
jobs close to London Southend 
Airport have taken another step 
towards take off with the appointment 
of local property agents to market the 
project and take enquiries from poten¬ 
tial tenants. 

Henry Boot Development has 
named Kemsley LLP to market the 
£150m Airport Business Park 
Southend (ABP Southend), a joint 
venture between them and Southend- 
on-Sea Borough Council. 

Southend Council leader John Lamb 
said: “I am very pleased that this pro¬ 
ject continues to move forwards. 

“Infrastructure works are due to 
commence in the autumn, and the 
pace is really starting to pick up with 
this appointment. 

“This project offers a once-in-a-gen- 
eration opportunity to bring in signifi¬ 
cant private sector investment and 
generate thousands of new jobs in 



local growth fund money from the 
South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership to help kickstart the 
project.” 

Proposed plans for the one million 
square foot development include 
space for advanced technology busi¬ 
nesses, high-specification office 
space, a new Anglia Ruskin 
University Medical Technology cam¬ 
pus, an innovation centre and a hotel. 

The development is expected to 
attract occupiers from the medical, 
aviation, advanced engineering and 
manufacturing sectors.

Sex abuse warning for young people in Essex 


A CHARITY that works with young 
people in Essex has warned of “great 
challenges” in protecting children 
from abuse. 

The Children’s Society said on 
Thursday June 2 that it receives a 
phone call each week about sexual 
abuse in the county. 

Charity chief executive, Matthew 
Reed, was speaking at an event of 
Essex staff and supporters at 
Chelmsford Cathedral to mark 30 
years in the county. 

He said while many lives had been 
transformed by the work of The 
Children’s Society in Essex, the chari¬ 
ty would need to “redouble its 
efforts”. 

Commenting on the future, he said: 
“I’d love to be able to say our work in 


Essex is done. But I’m afraid things 
aren’t that simple. Across the county 
we’re still receiving requests every 
week to help young people struggling 
with drug problems or facing sexual 
exploitation. 

“We have great challenges ahead 
and very much need the continued 
support of the people of Essex so that 
we can continue to help young people 
across the county for years to come.” 

Mr Reed’s comments come four 
months after Essex Police was criti¬ 
cised by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary for “serious weakness¬ 
es” in safeguarding children. 

Mr Reed did not refer to police or 
social services in the county, but raised 
concerns about “systems and struc¬ 
tures which sometimes trap people”.

Kerry Clancy-Horner, area manager

He added: “We have to redouble our 
efforts and continue to focus to have 
aspiration for every young person to 


flourish and realise their potential. 

“We are celebrating what’s been 
achieved in so many ways with thou¬ 
sands of young people in the past 30 
years. Across this county we are part 
of a movement striving for better 
futures for young people. 

“We are also challenging the sys¬ 
tems and structures which sometimes 
trap children who can’t escape their 
situations.” 

Speaking after the event, Mr Reed 
described The Children’s Society’s 
services in Essex as “a shining exam¬ 
ple of what we do to support vulnera¬ 
ble children across the country”. 

He added: “It’s amazing to reflect 
back on the thousands of young peo¬ 
ple our services in Essex have helped 
over the past three decades.”

# A FORMER teacher, school 
governor and magistrate from 
Southend has been charged with 
possessing indecent images. 

Vincent Copeland, 60, of 
Leigh Road, is due to appear 
at Ipswich Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday, June 21. 

He was charged on Saturday, 
May 28, with three counts of 
possessing indecent images 
of children. 

Mr Copeland is a former 
teacher of Thorpe Bay 
School - now called Futures 
Community College. He was 
also a governor at St Thomas 
More High School in Westcliff 
and Our Lady of Lourdes 
Primary School in Leigh. 

He is free on conditional bail 
until his court hearing. 

# A SEVENTY-FOUR-YEAR- 
OLD from Leigh is running 
three major races to raise money 
for London Air Ambulance.

MOUNTFITCHET Castle is unique. It is the 
only medieval castle and Norman village recon¬ 
structed on its original site to exist in the world.

The site is also complete with livestock that 
would have been kept by people during the peri¬ 
od that the castle was in use, so you can meet and 
hand feed the tame fallow deer and other rescued 
animals that roam freely throughout the 10-acre 
site. 

While at Mountfitchet Castle don’t forget to 
visit The House on the Hill Toy Museum, which 
is included in the entry price. 

It contains the largest toy collection in the 
world with more than 80,000 items from the 
Victorian era to the 1990s.

Trying too hard 
to raise a laugh 


THE BOSS (15,99 mins) 


W HAT a difference two years makes. 
In the summer of 2014, actress 
Melissa McCarthy and husband Ben 
Falcone ended her winning streak of hilari¬ 
ous big-screen comedies with the misfiring 
road movie Tammy, which they co-wrote 
and he directed. 

Love and marriage didn’t come together in 
a script packed with belly laughs. 

Unperturbed by Tammy’s critical mauling, 
McCarthy and Falcone rekindle their unholy 
alliance in front of and behind the camera 
for this brash comedy about an egocentric 
businesswoman, who is forced to rebuild 
her life after a stint behind bars. 

The Boss improves on its predecessor in 
one respect; it is sporadically funny and the 
ebullient leading lady strains every sinew in 
her single-minded quest to milk laughs from 
pratfalls. A throwaway visual gag of a 
mouthguard is silly enough to induce snorts 
of derision, while a scene of sisterly bonding 
over what to wear to a first date showcases 
McCarthy’s gift for physical humour (at the 
expense of her co-star’s blushes). 

But husband and wife haven’t learnt from 
past transgressions. They haven’t invested 
enough time in fully realising the characters, 
some gags lack punchlines, and in the clos¬ 
ing act, they risk a hostile takeover from 
mawkish sentiment. 

Michelle Darnell (McCarthy) was raised at 
the Blessed Sisters Of Mercy orphanage, 
where efforts to find the youngster a loving, 
family ended in disappointment. 
Emboldened by her humiliating ordeal, 


Michelle becomes America’s 47th richest 
woman until her dubious ethics result in a 
five-year prison sentence for insider trading. 

She emerges without any friends to greet 
her. Her bodyguard Tito (Cedric Yarbrough) 
has abandoned her and long-suffering per¬ 
sonal assistant Claire Rawlings (Kristen Bell) 
has a daughter Rachel (Ella Anderson) to 
nurture. In desperation, Michelle turns up 
unannounced on Claire’s doorstep and 
takes up temporary residence on a tem¬ 
peramental sofa bed. 

From this low-rent headquarters, Michelle 
resolves to rebuild her empire by creating a 
flourishing chocolate brownie business from 
Claire’s moreish secret recipe. 

Moderate success brings the shamed 
business mogul back into contact with her 
aggrieved rival, Renault (Peter Dinklage), 
and former mentor Ida Marquette (Kathy 
Bates). Meanwhile, single mother Claire ner¬ 
vously prepares for a date with nice guy 
Mike (Tyler Labine). 

The Boss is a pleasant, fleeting diversion 
that fulfils the most basic requirement of a 
comedy; it makes you laugh. 

McCarthy barrels through every frame with 
gusto and Bell dutifully plays the straight 
woman caught in the eye of the tornado. 

Some of the giggles are inelegant and hard 
won but it’s a vast improvement over the 
tumbleweed of Tammy. 

Effort exceeds reward throughout 
Falcone’s film, but on the few occasions the 
script, performances and direction align, it is 
genuinely funny and sweet.

MazdaS stands out in crowded market 



By John Murdoch 


THE handsonne MazdaS is now an even 
nnore attractive option with the introduction 
of a new 1.5-litre diesel engine. 

Until then the only diesel you could spec¬ 
ify in the 3 was the powerful 2.2-litre bor¬ 
rowed fronn the much larger 6 family 
saloon. 

That engine delivered power but its size 
meant the 3 was at a disadvantage com¬ 
pared to its rivals. With the new smaller 
unit first introduced in the Mazda2 super¬ 
mini, the 3 is now able to match its com¬ 
petitors in a busy sector. Now in its third 
generation the 3 offers bold looks excellent 
handling and superb build quality. 

The Mazda’s style helps it stand out from 
some of the other offerings in the compact 
family car sector and it also offers bags of 
standard equipment, good performance 
and a comfortable upmarket interior. 

There is a clear family resemblance to the 
MazdaS and most of its design cues are 
taken from the larger saloon with its 
swooping curves and sharp creases. Its 
low roof and rising waistline give it a sporty 
stance and it is a looker from every angle. 

All versions of the 3 get alloy wheels and 
body-coloured door handles and mirrors 
and some models get xenon headlamps 
and LED running lights while sport models 
also benefit from larger 18-inch alloys. 
Inside the quality is excellent with soft- 
touch materials where they should be and 


the dashboard is neatly styled. 

All models get a seven-inch touchscreen 
for the infotainment and sat-nav system 
which is an option on cheaper models. It 
can also be controlled by a rotary dial on 
the centre console and the system is easy 
to use once you get used to it. 

There is plenty of room for four adults to 
travel in real comfort and five would be fine 
for shorter journeys. Unlike many competi¬ 
tors the Mazda3 is available as a five-door 
hatchback or as a fastback - which is a 
four-door saloon and in my opinion is bet¬ 
ter looking. 

In this country the hatch is the volume 
model but both are available in a selection 
of engines and trims. 


This car was the fastback featuring all 
Mazda’s fuel-efficient SKYACTIV technolo¬ 
gy and the new 1.5-litre diesel which is 
good for 105ps. It is also a very quiet 
engine as well as being frugal and features 
stop/start technology. 

The steering is sharp and direct and the 
3 is a fine driver’s car. The ride is smooth 
and the suspension deals well with even 
the poorest surfaces. It is a quiet cruiser 
on motorways and fun on twisty back 
roads. 

The 3 enjoys a five-star Euro NCAP safe¬ 
ty rating and all models get six airbags, 
stability control and a city safe low-speed 
collision system as standard. 

Top models get automatic lights and 


wipers plus parking sensors. The boot is 
not huge at 364 litres but there are plenty 
storage areas in the cabin and with rear 
seats folded the hatch version offers a 
substantial 1,263 litres. 

Mazda has a reputation for reliability 
which helps it appeal to private buyers and 
fleet customers. Prices start at £17,095 
and in Sport Nav trim costs £21,945. 

For that you get the larger alloys, an 
adaptive front lighting system, front fogs 
with chrome surrounds, reversing camera 
and front and rear parking sensors. You 
also get he head-up display, and a premi¬ 
um Bose sound system with nine speakers 
and DAB radio plus sat nav. 

The fastback matches the price of the 
hatchback throughout the range with an 
automatic option adding £1,200. 

In a crowded market the 3 stands out for 
its blend of style, economy and quality.

But the steady partnership of 
Ross Taylor and Ben Brown 
helped Sussex to get past 200.
